The Ways and Means Committee Has a 
Large Deficiency to Make Up.

. Washington, December 6.—(Special.)— 
The estimates on the difference in revenue 
between the present tariff law and the pro- 
posed new law have been made up by ex- 
perts in the treasury department, and they 
calculate that there will be a deficiency un- 
der the new law of nearly $60,000,000. This 
deficiency must be made up by additional 
internal taxation of some character. The 
ways and means committee will meet to- 
morrow to conclude the work on the tariff 
bill proper and may be able to report it on 
Monday. Then, some time next week, an 
internal revenue bill, previding for the de- 
ficiency in revenue from the tariff will be 
prepared. The committee has not agrecd 
upon the details of this bill. 

The members, however, have decided upon 
three things: There will be an income tax, 
but whether it’ will be on corporaitons or 
individuals is still an open question. The 
pressure for an individual income tax from 
the democratic members of the house is 
very strong, and it may prove successful. 
Of course, an individual income tax would 
likewise tax the net incomes of corpora- 
tions. 

Cigarettes and Cards to Be Taxed. 

The committee nas also decided to place a 
small tax on playing cards, perhaps 10 cents 
a pack. The cigarette tax will be in- 
creased from 50 cents to $1 per thousand. 
The whisky tax will be left for the last 
thing. If under the income tax agreed upon 
it is believed that sufficient revenue can be 
raised, the whisky tax will not be increased. 
Otherwise there may be an increase of 10 
cents a gallon on whisky. 

The ways and means committee has been 
a littie slow. It is, however, not the fauit 
of the committee, but of the experts of the 
treasury department, who have been delay¥- 
ed in completing the comparative state- 
ments between the present law and the pro- 
posed law. It is not probable now that the 
tariff can be taken up for discussion in the 
house before the 15th or 
month, which will give only two or three 
days for debate before the Christmas holi- 
days. The pol.cy of the democratic leaders 
in the house is to rush the consideration of 
the bill by the house, and, if possible, to 
adopt it and send it to the senate during 
the last week in January. 

Tatk ef a Caucus. -- - 

There is a strong sentiment in the house 
in favor of a cauous on the bill, and soon 
after it is reported as the indications now 
are, the democrats will caucus upon it. 
Many democrats do not like the idea of 
cibntinuing the sugar bounty, even for a lim- 
ited period. They say the policy of the 
democratic party is against bounties, and 
that they do not believe in them under any 
circumstances. Believing, this it is barely 
possible that a small tax may be put on 
raw sugar, which is now on the free list. 
Refined sugar is taxed at one-quarter of a 
cent a pound in the new bill. 

Piaying Into the Sugar Trust’s Hands. 

This «s simply providing protection tur 
the sugar trust. The democrats as a rule 
are opposed to any protection for this or 
any other trust, and many of them want the 
same tax on raw sugar as refined. The su- 
gar schedule may, therefore, be somewha: 
amended in caucus, but it is not belleveu 
aay viner sections of the bill will be amend- 
ed materially.

The Otd Members of the House 

Since the death of Mr. O'Neill, of Penn- 
syivania, who, for several years, has been 
knewn as the “Father of the House,” Mr. 
Biand, of Missouri, the silver dollar man, 
succeeds as the member who has served 
coutinually the greatest number of years 
in the house. He is now in his eleventh 
consecutive term and at the end of this term 
will have served twenty-two consecutive 
years. Mr. Bland is but fifty-eight years of 
age. 

‘the member of the present house who 
first served a term in the house, however, 
is Generx] Dan Sickles, of New Ycrk. He 
entered the house in 1857, when he served 
four years. After an absence of thirty-two 
years he returned to the present house. 

The oldest man in congress and the 
“Father of Congress’’ in years, in original 
entry and in length of continuous service, 
is Senator Morrill, of Vermont. He came to 
the house in 1855 and served there twntil 1867, 
when he was promoted to the senate, where 
he has remained ever since. Mr. Morrill is 
eighty-four years of age, and, if he shall 
live to serve out his present term, he will 
have been in congress forty-two years, thir- 
ty of which have been spent in the sen- 
ate. 

Georgians Will Organize a Club. 

The Georgians here will meet at the Met- 
ropolitan hotel on Saturday evening in or- 
der to organize a Georgia Club in Washing- 
ton. Their idea is to get clubrooms here 
and have a place where their friends can 
be properly entertained. While at first the 
club will probably be a modest affair, it 
may grow and become one of the leading 
clubs of Washington.

LIVELY SENATE DISCUSSION 


Over the Resolution of Mr. Hoar 
for Information About Hawali. 


e 

Washington, December 6.—A spirited dis- 
cussion of the Hawaiian question ‘occurred 
in the senate today. The debate wrosé over 
the resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, requesting the 
president to forward to the senate all the 
correspondence on the Hawaiian question. 
Mr. Hoar said the resolutions covered the 
period of three administrations and he 
hoped and believed that the instructions 
would show a settled and consistent policy— 
certainly Jown to a recent time—in regard 
to which there had been no purty or polit- 
ical difference of opinion. If the president's 
message meant anything, it meant that the 
president was meditating the question 
whether he should by his own executive 
authority commit an act of war against a 
friendly power. If what was apparently 
proposed .o be done, and had not been done 
yet, Mr. Hoar desired that the swift and 
indignant remonstrance of the American 
pecple should make itself felt and should 
be heard. The president was getting into 
the habit of adopting rather extraordinary 
language in his dealings with the other 
branches of the government. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, opposed the resolu- 
tion. It called for information, but mean- 
while its author, Mr. Hoar, proceeded to 
“shell the woods’’ before he got that in- 
fermation and charged the president with 
meditating an act of war. He (Mr. Mills), 
denied the statements. On the contrary, 
the executfve had respectfully submitted 


the question to congress and given them all 


the information at his disposal, such as he 
thought appropriate to submit in his mes- 
sage. All the president had done in the mat- 
ter had been strictly within the limits of 
executive authority. The only question pre- 
sented was ‘‘did the United States interfere 
and overturn the existing government of 
Hawaii.’’ If it did, it was the duty of the 
people of the United States to make resti- 
tution and reinstate the government which 
they had overthrown. Mr. Millis asserted 
that the entire Hawaiian difficulty had 
arisen because the sugar planters of Hawaii 
wanted to obtain the bounty on sugar to be 
paid to them out of the pockets of Ameri- 
can citizens. It was not in the president's 
power, continued Mr. Mills, to wage war 
against Hawaii and he had not claimed 
that it was within his power. But whatever 
power the president had in his hands he 
exercised. The absorption of the islands by 
the United States was, perhaps, only a 
question of time; but if that was to come 
to pass, he hoped it would’ be done decently 
and in order. 
Vilas and Hoar. 

Mr. Vilas thought there were reasons 
why the resolution should not be adopted 
at this time. The president in his message 
said that additional advices were soor ex- 
pected and when received would be prompt- 
ly sent to congress, accompanied by a spe- 
cial message. He referred to the remarks 
of Mr. Hoar, as to the reported action of 
the president being an act of war, and 
asked whether, the landing of. troops to 
cverthrow the government by virtue of 
their force, was not an act of war. 

Mr. Hoar replied that the landing of 
troops was not an act of war. The troops 
were landed under the allegation that they 
were to be used to protect the lives and 
rreperty of American citizens. 

Mr. Vilas said that Mr. Hoar was begging 
the question. 

Mr. Hoar then continued, Saying the 
government in question yielded to an in- 
surrection and not to American troops. 

“What information has the gentleman 
from Massachusetts,” asked Mr. Gray, 
“that there was any armed insurrection on 
the 16th of July ?’’ 

“The statement of Mr. Stevens and of the 
provisional government,”’ replied Mr. Hoar. 

“There is not a bit of evidence of that,” 
declared Mr. Gray. 

“IT think there is,’’ asserted Mr. Hoar. 
‘“‘After the president had sent a letter ad- 
dressed to ‘My Great and Good Brother, 
President Dole,’ it would be an act of in- 
famy only excelled by the act of Joab when 
he stabbed his neighbor under the fifth rib 
and then asked: ‘Art thou in good health, 
my brother?” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Vilas protested that that was not the 
question. 

Mr. Hoar replied that the whole argument 
of the senator from Wisconsin and the sen- 
ator from Texas was one which would 1e- 
quire the United States to give back Texas 
to Mexico today. — 

“We never got Texas from Mexico,” satd 
Mr. Mills. “Texas came into the union 
voluntarily.”’ 

Mr. Vilas declared that Mr. Hoar fled 
from the defense of his own proposition. 
Without going into the auestion of the 
character of the instructions of the president 
to his minister, Mr. Vilas declared that 
what the president had instructed the min- 
ister to do, he had ample, complete and per- 
fect authority to do. 

“How do you know?’ came from a half 
dozen senators. 

Mr. Vilas moved that the resolution be re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign rela- 
tions. . 

Hill Agrees with Hoar. 

Mr. Hill said he did not propose to cross 
the Hawaiian bridge until he reached it, 
nor did he intend to discuss the wisdom of 
the original procedure, or of what had 
been done recently by the present adminis- 
tration. He said he seldom agreed with the 
senator from Massachusetts, but he did 
agree with him that this was a simple res- 
olution asking information—information, 
which he thought the American people 
wanted to know from the president's mes- 
Sacre and were disappointed when it was not 
given to them. It had been said instructions 
had been given. He did not say so, however, 
and he hoped it was not true,.from which 
it was inferred force was to be used to 
restore the previously existing status. That 
brought up the question whether the ad- 
ministration hai the power, without the 
ccnsent of congress, to use the army or 
ravy to restore the previously existing con- 
dition of affairs, even considering that the 
government had been planted by fraud or 
force.

Virginia's Legislatare Will Make History 
as’ Well as Laws, 


GOVERNOR M’KINNEY'S MESSAGE 


Under His Administration the Old 
Commonwealth Has Prospered. 


ROANOKE’S “MAYOR |S APPROVED 


Lynch Law Is Condemned and an Appesl 
Is Made to Let the Law Take 
Its Course. 


Richmond, Va., December 6,—(Special.)— 
The general assembly of Virginia convened 
in biennial session at noon ay and the 
140 law makers will be at work for at least 
three months. They are not likely to re- 
main very much Jonger than the constitu- 
tional period of ninety days as their per 
diem of #4 will then cease. 

This is perhaps in one respect the most 
important legislature that has assembled 
since the war. It has not only to elect a 
full complement of state officers—governor, 
lieutenant governor and attorney general ex- 
cepted, but two United States senators, 
and the entire supreme court and circuit 
court judiciary have to be chosen. The con- 
tests for most of the offices to be filled are 
quite lively, especially that for the long term 
senatorship. 

As soon as the two houses organized to- 
day Governor McKinney sent in his message 
which is a voluminous and strong document. 

The Gevernor’s Message. 

The“governor begins with the gratifying 
statement that the financial condition of. the 
state is better than it has been for years 
and is steadily improving. That it is ample 
to pay the regular expenses of govern- 
ment, sustain the asylums and schools, 
pay interest on the public debt and pro- 
vide for our confederate veterans. The as- 
sessment of taxes has increased from $2,- 
648,528.13 in 1889 to $3,147,506.31 in 1893. 

The Public Debt. 

He deals briefly with the public debt, 
stating that under the settlement effected 
during his administration $24,517,358 of oid 
bonds have been received in exchange for 

new. There is still outstanding a small 
balance of bonds which have not be2n ex- 
changed, because the limitation given the 
board of commissioners expired before this 
could be accomplished. He recommends 
that their powers be renewed for a limited 
time, so that the whole debt may be set- 
tled on the same conditions... Four times 
the semi-annual interest has fallen due and 
was promptly met every time. He also re- 
commends that the commissioners of the 
sinking fund be authorized to purchase 809 
many of the bonds of the state as they can 
with .propriety do, ‘So that there shal! be 
no increase in the aomunt to be paid in 
meeting the 3 per cent interest when it 
falls due in July, 11. 

The Penitentiary. 

He says that there are now 1,340 convicts 
in the penitentiary, 158 of whom are serving 
a second term. 

The governor suggests that a law @bhourl 
be enacted allowing the chief executive ts 
grant conditional pardons to prisoners in 
the penitentiary and in the county jails. He 
recommends the ticket-of-leave plan, based 
upon the good behavior of the prisoner, 
with subsequent arrest and imprisonment, 
on the failure of the person thus released 
to conduct himself as a good citizen. Ate 
tention is called to the astounding fact that 
the criminal expenses of the state have in- 
creased from $78.000 in 1860 and $149,000 in 
1870 to $321,000 in 1893.

In Chesapeake bay proper 
there are 650,000 acres of ground, .to say 
nothing of grounds on the ocean side of the 
Accomac and Northampton’ and marsh 
lands. The governor believes that in time 
all these can be rented at $1 an acre, giv- 
ing the state a magnificent revenue. 

Pay of Judges 

The governor calls attention to the poor 
pay of circuit court judges. Their salaries 
were reduced, he says, when Virginia was 
in great financial distress, but now that 
the debt has been settled and the revenues 
of the. state are sufficient to justify it, he 
recommends that the pay of judges be in- 
creased, because increased pay will insure 
good judges and because it is right to pay 
such faithful and intelligent men a fair 
compensation for their services. 

The governor takes it for granted that 
better country roads are necessary and sug- 
gests that the counties and towns which de- 
sire to do so should be allowed to issue 
bonds, redeemable in thirty years. 

The governor believes that even under 
the present system Virginia spends in 
money and statutory labor $750,000 per an- 
num on public roads. This sum, he says, 
would pay 6 per cent interest on $12,500,000, 
and this divided among the counties would 
give a magnificent sum of money for road 
improvement. 

Schools and Colleges. 

The governor congratulates the people of 
the state on their public schools and col- 
leges. During his administration the in- 
crease in the number of schools has been 
492; increase in pupils enrolled, 11,523; in 
teachers employed, 599; in school buildings, 
295; in expenditures, $197,284, and in value of 
property, $555,470. 

The Roanoke Riot. 

The riot at Roanoke is briefly reviewed 
and the action of the mayor and military 
in repelling the mob is cordially approved. 
“Let no one be deceived,’’ says the gov- 
ernor, in commenting upon the occurrence; 
“the law in Virginia will be enforced. If 
the civil authorities are not sufficient the 
military forces will, when necessary, be 
sent to their assistance, armed and ready 
to support the majesty of the law in Vir- 
ginia. Mobs can rule only for a few hours. 
Good men will rise up and crush them and 
all offenders will be punished in the end, 
The military will, when ordered out, carry 
loaded rifles and will use them, when or- 
dered to do so by the officers in command, 
and the consequences must be on the heads 
of those who make it necessary.”’ 

Lynch Law. 

Soon after the war, says the governor, 
when the state was under military rule, 
when our laws were in a state of demorali- 
zation and when a large portion of our 
population were suddenly made citizens and 
turned loose upon society without regard 
to the rights of others and with no respect 
for law, a nameless crime against defense- 
less females was sometimes committed and 
nothing but lynch law seemed sufficient to 
meet the é¢nds’ of justice. At that time the 
summary, execution of the culprit met with 
the acqyiescence of all classes of people. 
But now, that the courts are in the hands 
of our /own citizens, the people should re-

GIRLS HAD TO RUN. 


A Midnight Fire Destroys the Southern 
Female University. 


ONE YOUNG LADY SERIOUSLY BURNED 


All the Students and Teachers Had 
Retired for the Night. 


THERE WAS NO TIME FOR’ TOILETS 


Twelve Pianos Were Lost—The Building 
Was Valued at $340,000-The Fire 
Started in the Kitchen. 


Birimngham, Ala., December 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Southern Female university, sit- 
uated at Lakeview, a suburb, one of the 
largest colleges in the state, was burned 
to the ground tonight, together with all 
the furniture it contained. Miss Minnie 
Deane, of Warrior, one of the students and 
@ negro domestic, named Virginia, are, it 
is feared, fatally burned. 

Miss Deane, a beautiful young woman, 
in the excitement rushed back into the 
building after being safely out and her hair 
became ignited. She soon became enveloped 
in flames and but for the heroic work of 
J. B. Robins would have cremated. He was 
severely ‘burned, as was Mr. J. B. Foster, 
who was doing good work assisting in sav- 
ing what could be gotten from the building. 
Mr. Sam Newhouse did good work, rescu- 
ing three young ladies and several trunks, 
receiving bad burns for his heroic work. 

The school’s apparatus, valued at $3,000, 
is a total loss. A great deal of wearing ap- 
parel, together with twelve pianos, were 
lost. A negress jumped from an attic win- 
dow and had an arm broken and was oth- 


‘erwise injured. 


Later reports say Miss Deane will die be- 
before morning. Whether others of the 
students were burned in the building can- 
not be stated with certainty. The fire origi- 
nated at 11 o’clock from the stove in the 
kitchen and soon enveloped the big frame 
building. | 

The girls had all retired and most of them 
escaped in their night clothing. Many of 


} them were more or less burned and bruised 


in escaping from the building. The young la- 
dies were brought to the city and given 
lodging at the city hotels. The injured are 
being administered to. : 

The loss on the building is $40,000 and on 
the furniture $5,000. The former was the 
property of the Elyton Land Company and 
was insured for $15,000. It was a large three 
stery structure, covering a great deal of 
ground, and it is almost a miracle if some 
of the girls rooming on the third floor are 
not burned up. The school was conducted 
by the Misses Janes. There were seventy- 
four boarders coming from seven southern 
All of the teachers are accounted 


for. The girls are distributed so that no 


+ muster of them can be had tonight. 


One Life and Three’ Houses Lost. 

Birmingham, Ala., December 6.—(Special.) 
Mary Wright, an old woinan living at 
Bessemer, accidentally overturned her 
lamp last night and set fire to her house. 
It was burned to the ground and she was 
burned to death before assistance could 
reach her. Two other cheap cottages ad- 
joining the property of the Jeffers6n Coun- 
ty Savings bank were also burned to the 
ground. 

Street Car Stables Burn. 

Dallas, Tex., December 6.—Last night 
fire destroyed the street car stables situated 
at the extreme end of Main street two 
miles from the courthouse, together with 
fourteen horse cars, eleven electric cars, 
seventeen head of stock, 600 bales of hay 
and all the harness and electrical appli- 
ances. The total loss of the railway was 
$55,000; insurance, $31,500. The fire from the 
stables spread to adjoining buildings and 
property valued at $30,000 was destroyed 
upon which there -was very little insur- 
ance. 

A Steamboat in Flames. 

Vicksburg, Miss., December 6.—Steamer 
Chattahoochee, belonging to the Vicksburg 
and Greenville mail line, whole lying at the 
wharf boat caught fire this afternoon and is 
a total loss. The steamer was valued at 
$40,000 and only partly insured.

A Large Conflagration at Norfolk 
Navy Yard—Flames Elsewhere. 
Norfoik, Va., December 6.—Fire was dis- 
covered in building No. 15, steam engineer- 
ing and general stores, at the navy yard, 
at 7:30 o’clock this morning. The alarm 
brought out the fire departments of the 
navy yagd and the city of Portsmouth. The 
origin of the fire is unknown, but is thought 
to be a defective flue. It started on the 
second floor, where a lot of waste was 
stored. The building was 72x250 feet, and 
two stories high. It was entirely destroyed, 
with its contents. It is impossible to state 
the loss, but it is thought it will reach 
$250,000. An inventory of the contents of the 
building was taken recently. The papers 

were saved. 
Hard to Extinguish. 
Liverpool, December 6.—The fire in the

SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE. 


Tragic End of an Old Lady and Her 
Family. 

Nashville, Tenn., December 6.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Amanda J. Muller, an estimable widow 
over eighty years of age, was suffocated 
by smoke tonight between 7 and 8 o’clock. 
She was sick in bed and her supper had 
been brought into her. The family had 
company and were in another room enter- 
taining their guests when they smelled 
smoke and burning feathers.

Out of a Crew of Twenty-Seven—Loss 
of the Jason. 

Highland Light, Mass., December 6.— 
When daylight came on this morning it was 
scen that the Bristol ship Jason, which went 
ashore last night, had broken in two amid- 
ships. Her main and mizzen masts are 
gone. Only one of her crew has been saved 
and he was washed from the rigging and 
brought ashore by the tremendous seas. 

The crew numbered twenty-seven, of 
whom twenty-six = drowned. Evans 
the one survivor of the crew of the Jason, 
was able to taik this morning and to a re. 
porter of the Associated Press he told the 
wae of the voyage in the following words: 

“We sailed from Calcutta last February, 
with a cargo of jute, for Boston. Two days 
after leaving port we were nearly dismasted 


by a storm and had to put in at Mauritus | 


for repairs. During the gale our mate was 
washed overboard and lost. We came in 
hrough South Channel dast Monday and 
shaped our course for Boston, On Tuesday 
the wind pulled us out to east-southeast 
and at 9 o'clock snow began to fall. We 
had no observation for two days, but Cap- 


tain McMillan thought we were off Cape | 
Cod and we kept our course. 

At 3:30 o’clo in the afternoon we made 
breakers right under our lee and a few mo- 
ments later saw land. We shook out our 
upper topsails and tried to drive by the cape 
but had no searoom and at 7:15 o’clock, find- 
ing that we must strike, the ship was head- 
ed for the beach. The captain had been be- 
low examining his charts and on reaching 
the deck he cried: ‘We are iost!’ 

“The ship struck with fearful force and 
we all sprung for the life boat. Before we 
could cut the lashings the spars began to 
fall and the vessel to go to pieces. I felt 
myself dashed into’‘the sea. knew noth- 
ing more until I found myself under the 
care of the lifesaving men. My companions 
acted as I did and all sprang into the rig- 
ging until the boats went by the board and 
all had on life robes.

Louisville and Nashville May 
Purchase the M. and N. G. 
Knoxville, Tenn., December 6.—(Special.) 
A well developed rumor is afloat here to- 
night that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway Company is about the close nego- 
tiations for the purchase of the Knoxville, 
Cumberland Gap and Louisville railway, 
sixty-eight milgs in length, from Cumber- 
land Gap to Knoxville, and of the Marietta 
and North Georgia railway, two hundred 
and eight miles in length, from Knoxville 
to Marietta, Ga. -The total price to be paid 
for the two roads will aggregaie $2,900,000. 
Agents of the Louisville and Nashville 
syndicate have been in the city for several 
days investigating the affairs of the two 
roads. ‘he Marietta and North Georgia 
railway is to be sold at a receiver’s sale in 
a few weeks, when the purchase wil! be 
mide.

JOHNSTON’S ELECTION PREDICTED. 


Congressman Bankhead Thinks the 
Birmingham Man Will Be Governor. 


Washington, December 6.—(Special.)—In 
speaking of the situation in hig state, Mr. 
Bankhead, of Alabama, said today that he 
had no doubt but that the democrats would 
carry the state in the gubernatorial election 
next year. He believed they would ncminate 
Mr. Joseph E. Johnston, of Birmingham, 
for governor. ‘‘Mr. Johnston,” he said, ‘‘is 
a popular man in the state, and his nomina- 
tion will have the effect of conciliating the 
divided elements.”’ 

“What is the sentiment of the Alabama 
people in regard to Senator Morgan?’ 1 
asked. 

‘Morgan is the most popular man in the 
state. If every man in the state, who is 
against him, were to become candidates for 
his seat in the senate the whole business 
could not poll half as many votes as he. 
There is not a man in the state who could 
carry a single election precinct over him. 
Senator Morgan is, indeed, the jdol of the 
people of Alabama.” 

“What is the business situation in Ala- 
bama?”’ 

“There has been an improvement about 
Birmingham and everything points to a re- 
newal of business. That confidence has, 
however, not reached the interior, especial- 
ly in the farming sections, but the people 
are hopeful. 

“Some of our people are not satisfied with 
that portion of the new tarilf hill which 
puts iron,-coke and coal on the free list,’’ 
continued Mr. Bankhead. ‘‘The other Ala- 
bama members, as well as myself, will 
probably attempt to amend this section of 
the bill, but in the event that we fail we 
will make no fight against the bill itself. 
I shall vote for the bill whether I am able 
to amend it or not. I think, howevér, the 
democrats should caucus on this tariff bill. 
It is much better for us to get together in 
private and fight it out if there is to be a 
fight, than to air our dirty linen in public 
in the open house. I think, however, that 
the democrats will get together and that 
there will. not be a dissenting vote in the 
house when the bill comes up for its final 
passage.”’ 

In speaking of the president’s message, 
Mr. Bankhead said: ‘‘Mr. Cleveland was 
not as direct as he usually is. I felt that he 
should have made some recommendation 
for financial legislation in this con- 
gress. His failure to make any mention of 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on state 
banks, I fear, destroys any chance we 
might have had of atilopting that measure. 
I for one, however, shall vote and fight for 
its adoption on the floor of the house. Still, 
I do not think our people had best build 
too much hope upon success.’’ 

Colonel Oates Still Undecided. 


Colonel Oates, of Agxbama, says that the 
stories telegraphed out from Birmingham 
to the effect that he has retired from the 
race for governor of Alabama are not true. 
Instead of his candidacy not meeting with 
favor among the people, he says he feels 
highly encouraged, but that he has never 
announced himself as a candidate for gov- 
ernor and has certainly not said that he 
would not be a candidate. The truth of 
the situation is that Colonel Oates has not 
yet definitely made up his mind whether he 
will or will not be a candidate for governor. 

Colonel Oates fears that the president's 
failure to recommend financial legislation 
in his message and practically his failure to 
recommend t'ge repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks may injure the party some- 
what in Alabama. He will take no action 
for the present, but will await develop- 


ments. 


St. Augustine’s. Bid. 

Jacksonville, Fla., December 6.—(Special.) 
There are now four towns bidding lively for 
the privilege of furnishing training quarters 
for Corbett. They are St. Augustine, Or- 
mond, Mayport and Pueblo Beach. Delaney 
and McVey have spent the day in St. Au- 
gustine looking over the ground there. That 
town agrees to furnish ample quarters at 
the Casa Marina hotel, on South Beach, 
five minutes from St. Augustine, and con- 
nected with the city by a steam ferry. At 
this point there is a fine stretch of beach 
and plenty of room for indoor wet weather 
training. In addition to the excellent quar- 
ters the citizens offer a considerable purse 
in cash. It is rossible that Delaney and Mc- 
Vey may reach a decision before morning. 


Death of Whitcomb Riley’s Father. 
Indianapolis, Ind., December 6.—Captain 
Reuben A. Riley, the father of James Whit- 
comb Riley, the poet, died at his home at 
Greenfield, Ind., this morning of pneumo- 
nia, aged seventy-four years. James Whit- 
comb Riley arrived from Chicago, where he 
was giving a series of enfertainments, half 
an hour after his father died.

Columbia, 8S. C., December 6.—(Special.)< 
A bill to abolish the office of jury aomniise- 
sioner provoked discussion in the senate toe 
day. It was contended by some that under 
the present system it was an easy matter 
to pack juries and that the bill under con- 
sideration would insure a fairer selection 
of jurors. The bill passed its second read- 
ing by a vote of 21 to 13. 

The Dennis bill to cut off a portion of 
Charleston and add it to Berkely county and 
to change the county seat of Berkely elice 
ited a long debate. The bill is being vigore 
ously fought by the Charleston senators. 


Dog Day in the House. 

Today was dog day in the house of repre- 
sentatives. There was a two-hour wrangle 
over a bill to impose a fee of 75 cents on 
all dogs over six months old. The idea ig 
to prohibit the owners of sheep-killing dogs 
from allowing them to run at large. It wags 
amended and passed, so that the provisions 
of the bill should apply to dogs that de- 
stroyed domestic fowls and their eggs. The 
fine is from $1 to $125 and imprisonment 
from tien to thirty days. 

A joint resoiution to submit to the people 
an amendment to the constitution so as to 
provide for biennial sessions of the legisla- 
ture was killed. A joint resolution to exe 
empt dwelling houses on farms from taxa- 
tion for five years was killed. 

After the Express Company. 

The legislature is about to jump on the 
Southern Express Company as well as on 
the railroads. A bill is to be introduced not 
only to put the company under the railroad 
commission, but to make its returns for 
taxation come under the state board of 
equalization, just like the railroads. The re- 
turns are now passed upon by township and 
county boards of equalization. Those in fa- 
vor of the bill say that the company ig 
guilty of discrimination. ~ 

In Favor of a New County. 

The matter of a new county to be formed 
with Greenwood as the county seat wags 
heard before the house committee tonight. 
Delegations representing both sides from 
Abbeville and Edgefield were present and 
submitted argument. The committee de 
cided to report favorably. 

Must Come Back After the Holidays. 

A legislative session after Christmas {s 
necessitated by the fact that the new ex- 
tension of the statute laws of the state 
will have to be read throughout bythe clerks 
of both heuses three times just as all oth- 
er matters of legislation are. Late tonight 
this decision was arrived at by the joint 
committee of both houses. Nearly three 
years was spent in this codification of the 
laws and the report consists of twa laree 
volumes Which ean hardly be read in less 
than three weeks of nightly sessions. The 
first time it will be read by its title simulta- 
neously in both houses, probably tomorrow. 
This will be the first time that the session 
has extended past Christmas.

PORTERFIELD’S FINANCIERING. 


The Prosecution Is Making Out a 
Strong Case Against Him. 
Nashville, Tenn.; December 6.—(Special.)— 
The government closed its case in the Pors- 
terfield trial today and the defense begins 
tomorrow. The evidence today was very 


« direct and damaging to the defendant. lf 


was shown by witnesses that in the casé 
of the Wood notes, one of the twelve cases 
on trial, Wood wished to renew them or 
two of them, but Porterfield told him that 
he must pay them. Porterfield owed Wood 
$11,000, and Wood said that he aould not 
pay the three notes at such short notice, 
but could pay one of them, and as Porter- 
field owed him, he thought that Parterfield 
would provide for the others. Porterfield 
said that he would do this, and Wood paid 
one of the notes. He held a note of Porter- 
field's for $10,000 and gave this to Porterfield, 
who gave him his note back and he sup- 
posed all were paid. It was developed that 
Porterfield took up the two notes he pro- 
vided for by a check for $10,073.32, which he 
withdrew from the assets of the bank be- 
fore it was posted,, though not before it 
was entered on the scratcher. For it he sub- 
stituted notes of insolvent parties.

The worthless notes 
are still in possession of the bank. It was 
also shown that’* Porterfield was in the 
habit of borrowing large sums rrom the 
bank on his own demand notes. of which 
the directors did not know.

CRITICISED IN CALIFORNTA. 


San Francisco Journals Criticise the 
Message. 

San Francisco, December 6.—Comment- 
ing on President Cleveland’s message, The 
Bulletin says: 

“It was reasonably expected that Mr. 
Cleveland would have something interest- 
ing to say on the subject of Chinese regis- 
tration and deportation. On the contrary, 
he dismisses it in a few. brief paragraphs. 
Even more unsatisfactory is his treatment 
of the Hawaiian matter. What he has to 
sa¥ is an absolute withholding of informa- 
tion. The offence in this message is the ig- 
noring of the right of congress to have any 
voice in the settlement of our foreign rela- 
tions, including practically issuing a decla- 
ration of war upon and subverting a recog- 
nized government.”’ 

The Post is disappointed because the 
president has failed to enunciate a clear 
financial policy by offering a substitute for 
the law that was abrogated and also be- 
cause the Hawailan matter has had no 
new light cast upon it. 

The Daily Report charges the president 
with ignoring the fact that the Hawaiian 
queen was removed by her own people for 
violating the constitution she had sworn 
to obey. 

“Other points in the message which wil! 
also give rise. to very opposite expressions 
of opinion,’”’ The Report says, ‘“‘are his sug-

GOVERNOR NORTHEN 


Emotional Religion Is Discussed and Ap- 
proved by a Majority o/ the VDele- 
|gates—Organization Urged. 


Augusta, Ga., December 6.—(Specia!.)—The 
@mecond day's session of the national Baptist 
<ongress was thoroughly interesting *ana 
highiy instructive. The congress is coim- 
posed of the most distinguished divines of 
the Baptist denomination in this country. 
The ablest preachers of that church are in 
attendance at the congress from this coun- 
try and Canada. The sessions are con- 
ducted publicly and .are largely attended 
by citizens of various denominations. The 
discussions are of the most important char- 
acter and of the deepest concern. The ar- 
guments are eloquent and instructive. 

Members of the congress are still coming 
in and the men assigned to the discussion 
of the various‘ topics are er epresentative 
men in the Baptist church and prominent 
men in their communities. Many of them 
have national reputations. The personnel 
of the body is fine and as the secretary 
said, “They are all amnemberg of congress.” 
The presifient of the congress is Governor 
W. J. Northen, a high honor conferred upon 
the goveraor by the executive committee of 
the cOlugress. Among the prominent Bap- 
tists ila attendance are President Henry G. 
Weston, LL.D., of the Crozer Theological 
semi'tamry, Pennsylvania; Rev. John Lips- 
comhe Johnson, D.D., pastor of Grace 
chtisyrch, New York; Henry C. Vedder, edi- 

“4 of The New York Examiner; Rev. J. 
4. Gambrell, D. D., president of Mercer 
wniversity, Macon, Ga.: Rev. J. J. Judson 
Taylor, D.D., pastor at Mobile; Rev. -E. B. 
Pollard, Ph.D., pastor at Roanoke, Va.; Rev 
J. B. Moody, D.D., pastor at Owenton, Ky.; 
Rev. W. H. . Faunce, pastor Fifth avenue 
church, New York; Rev. Wajter Rauschen- 
busch, of New York, pastor of Second Ger- 
man church and about 150 others. The 
congress will continue through tomorrow 
when other interesting subjects will be 
disc ussed. 


Emotionalism in Religion. 

“Emotionalism” in religion was the theme 
for discussion at the morning session. Able 
papers were read by Rev. John Limscombe 
Johnson, LL. D., of Columbus, Miss., and 
rev. Theo A. K. Gessler, D. D., of Grace 
church, New Work. The discussion was 
_joined in by Rev. George E. Horr, of Mas- 
sachusetts; Rev. R. G. Bevil, of Ontario, 
ard others. 

The preponderance of argument was in 
favor of an appeal to the heart rather than 
to intellect. Dr. Johnson said: 

“IT had far rather have all the machinery 
and ministry of modern revivalists. with 
all the people clapping thefr hands and 
Shouting unto God, than the decorous si- 
lence that must reign while cold, untremu- 
lous skeleton hands put a death's head seal 
upon stone of unbelief stationed guard at 
Goe door of the sepulchre of our Lord.” 

Rev. Walter Rauchenbusch, of New York, 
said: “If we have to choose between intel- 
fect and emotion in-religious work I would 
rather have genuine emotion with little in- 
tellect than great intellect without emo- 
tion.’’ 

Dr. Horr, of Massachusetts, favored an 
appeal to the emotions through an intelii- 
gent and earnest presentation of the word 
rather than magnetic influence of the speak- 
er, for it is more lasting and brings forth 
fruit. The former is fieeting and unprof- 
itable. 

At the afternoon session, the theme of 
discussion was “Shall Our Young People 
Be Organized for Christian Work?” Henry 
<. Vedder, of New York, said the question 
seemed to him ;to have but one side. Of 
course the youngpeople should be oftganiz- 
ed for Christian work. The young people 
neetied the discipline and the church neelcd 
their enthusiasm. Any church that has a 
Sunday school is estopped from objecting on 
principle to young people’s societies. 

Dr. Gambrell on Organization. 

Dr. Hawthorne, of Atlanta, who was 
the next speaker on the programme, was 
detained at-home on account of sickness 
and President Gambrell, of Mercer univer- 
Sity, Macon, continued the discussion. Dr. 
Gambrell is a humorous speaker and keeps 
his audience in smiles, but presents his 
thoughts in a way that makes a lasting im- 
pression. He said: 

“A baptist on generalities is a poor thing. 
We want baptis‘s in particular. A Baptist 
on generalities is running in very shallow 
water and will soon be on ground. Orvzani- 
Zation means support. It means the oppor- 
tunities for wise direction. Our northern 
brethren beat us in organization. We are 
not an army of Baptists in the south. We 
are a drove, a gang. No man can handle 
a body of men singly. They must be organ- 
ized. This poung people’s movement puts 
the young people to work in the curch for 
the church and under the direction of the 
church. We must study this question of or- 
- neagee Many girls dance because they 
1ave nothing to do in the church; many a 
boy gocs wiong because he is not Kept busy 
in the church. This young people’s move- 
ment will educate workers for the ehurch. 
Of course we ought to foster this rmove- 
ment.’’ 

Rev. G. S. Gardner, of Nashville, said he 
believed heartily in the Young People’s So- 
clety. The only way to hold Baptist young 
people is to educate them in Baptist doc- 
trine. Our doctrines are not popular doc- 
trines, and the reason is they are not under- 
stood. It is our duty to make them so. I 
rejoice in the organization of our young 
people. They are made conscious of the 
fact that they are factors in Christian 
work. God speed the movement. 

Rev. David L. Ramsey, of Charleston, said 
he was déeply interested in the movement. 
it is objected that our girls may be called 
on to do something they ought not to do. 
We are not consistent in this. Why should 
a woman stand up and teach the Bible class 
at Sunday school in the morning and not 
be at liberty to speak in the young people’s 
meeting in the aftePnoon? 

For Theologians Only. ‘ 

The Baptist congress continued its ses- 
sion during the evening with discussions of 
the topic “‘Ethical versus Forensic Concep- 
tions of Salvation.’ The topic is $interest- 
in only to theologians. It brought out some 
highly metaphysical papers. Dr. Gessler, of 
New York, made che hit of the evening 
when he de¢lared that the thought which 
had impressed him most during the discus- 
sion was that it was not necessary to un- 
derstand any of the papers which had been 
read in order to be saved. The question of 
the atonement always would be a mystery 
to the human mind, but anv man who was 
ready to accept Christ could have salvation 
and have it now.

THE DAY IN THE 


HOUSE. 


An Early Adjournment in Order to 
Take Part in Statue Unveiling. 

Washington, December 6.—At the opening 
of the session of the house this morning, 
Mr. Outhwaite asked unanimous consent for 
the consideration of the resolution permit- 
ting Colonel Anson Mills, of the ‘Third 
United States cavalry, to act as one of the 
commissioners to determine boundary line 
disputes between the United States and 
Mexico under the convention of 1889. No 
objection was made and the resolution was 
passed. 

General Grosyenor, of Ohio, asked unan- 
imous consent of the house for the consid- 
eration of a resolution instructing the secre- 
tary of the interior to furnish the grounds 
upon which some 1,900 pensions in the state 
of Ohio were suspended from the pension 
roll subsequent to July 4, 1893. 

Mr. Outhwaite said he had introduced a 
resolution looking to the same, and on 
Monday asked to have theG@rosvenor reso- 
lution referred with it to the committee on 
pensions. It was so done. The speaker then 
laid before the house the bill making 
awards to designers and artisans under the 
board of lady managers of the world’s fair. 
A bill altering the practice of the federal 
courts in Mississippi was passed. Chairman 
Culberson, from the committee on judi- 
clary, called up and had passed a bill for 
the appointment of two additional justices 
of the supreme court in Oklahoma terri- 
tory. Mr. Meyer, of Louisiana, called up a 
resolution for the appointment of a special 
commission, consisting of three members 
of the house and three of the senate, to 
investigate all questions relating to rank, 
pay and personnel of the navy. No quorum 
voted on the bill. Before one could be 
obtained the morning hour expired and the 
bill went over. 

The senate amendment to the resolution 
appropriating $50,000 to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Chinese exclusion act as ex- 
tended, was agreed to. 

At 10 o’clock the exercises in connection 
with the unveiling of the Shields statue 
began, and the house adjourned.

Augusta, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)—The 
city election for one member of the council 
from each of the five wards for a term of 
three years passed off quietly toduy.

A horrible murder was committed 
negro shanty in the city on Christmas Eve, 
1891. A young colored girl was murdered 
before her whole family, her throat being 
eut from ear to ear. Will Bell, a friend of 
the family, did the killing, and in the ex- 
citement which followed made his escape. 
Search was instituted; but no trace of the 
murderer could be found. More than a 
year afterward a policeman arrested a 
negro on First avenue for some trivial of- 
fense, and. on casting over his list of 
descriptions of criminals wanted, as is cus- 
tomary with the officers, he found that this 
negro’s fit that of Will Bell, the murderer. 
When asked his name the negro promptly 
replied, ‘‘Will Bell.’’ Of course a case was 
made at once and Bell was sent to jail to 
await trial. The murdered girl’s mother” 
picked him out of a prison full of negroes 
and said he was the man. At the trial the 
relatives of the murdered girl appeared and 
swore positively as to the identity of the 
murderer. They said the sljJayer had a 
mole on a certain part of his back and an 
examination showed the defendant had one 
of that description. The defense was ex- 
tremely weak. The negro had, probably 
with the assistance of a lawyer, hatched up 
a tale about being in a saloon on the north 
side at the time the murder was committed, 
and attempted to prove it by some friends 
he had met in jail. On the stand his wit- 
nesses became sadly mixed and it was evi- 
dent they were perjuring themselves. A 
conviction was naturally the result and the 
death sentence was passed on the negro 
shortly after the trial. 

As his days of grace grew fewer Bell 
commenced to ponder most earnestly. He 
finally remembered that on that Christmas 
Eve ‘he was working in a stove factory in 
Memphis. Without delay he wired his old 
employer, Captain Woodridge, of Memphis, 
the facts, and that gentleman came over at 
once. He brought his account books, show- 
ing that Will Bell had been paid off on the 
Christmas eve, besides affidavits from 
several citizens of unquestioned reliability, 
certifying that Bell was there that night 
and the following day. 

When Captain Woodridge reached the jail 
the officers turned the 200 prisoners into an 
open court and instructed him to go among 
them and pick out the man who had worked 
for him. Without any hesitation he 
walked straight to the prisoner, Will Bell, 
who went almost wild with joy. Captain 
Woodridge completed his proof and today 
took the negro back with him. It is a 
strange case of mistaken identity. That 
the negro prosecutors were honest in their 
identification there can be no doubt, but 
that this negro is innocent there can be 
no question. Captain Woodridge is a man 
of the greatest reliability and he states 
positively that this negro was working for 
him an hour before the crime was- com- 
mitted. The only way to reconcile the 
statements is that there is, or Was, another

And Reports Favorably Upon Payife¢ the 
Full Amount of the State’s Debt. 
Senate Will Doubtless So Vote. 


There ic a chance for the payment in full 
of the state’s obligations—morai us well as 
legal—on the Hays and Scott bonds. 

The finance committee of the senate 
will report favorably to the payment of 
principal and interest. 

That committee met last night to consider 
this bond question. It was not in session 
long, but the bond question wus thoroughly 
gone into and by an almost unanimous 
vote the c@mmittee decided that the bonds 
snould be paid and that the holders are 
clearly entitled to interest since maturity. 

That is interest at 4% per cent, as the 
original proposition of Judge Kilbee, repre- 
senting the holders of the bonds, provides.

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He Writes a Letter to Mr. S. M. In- 
man About the Crop. 


New York, December 6.—T'he Southern 
Associated Press is. authorizea w publish 
the following letter from Alfred B. Shep- 
person, editor of Cotton Facts and secre- 
tary of the senate special committee on cot- 
ton: 

‘“‘Messrs. S. M. Inman & Co., Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: Complying with your request for 
my personal opinion of the probable size 
of the cotton crop, I beg to state that reli- 
able advices received in the past few days 
fromm every section of the cotton belt, tend 
to confirm the corre¢tness of the conclu- 
sion previously reached by me that the ac- 
tual yield would be probably about 6,800,000 
bales. So much old cotton was marketed 
during last season that the actual ‘growth 
of that season was probably not over 6,400,- 
000 bales. 

“TI think the yield of the present crop will 
show the following gains over last season, 
viz: 250,00) bales in the two Carolinas, Geor- 
gia and Florida; 360,000 bales in Alabama, 
Mississippi and Leuisiana, and 150,000 bales 
in‘Arkansas, making a total gain of 750,000 
bales. 

“T place the Texas yield at 1,800,000, being 
a loss of 350,000 bales. The general result 
for other sections is about as last season. 

“Tne net gain over last season is thus in- 
dicated to be 400,000 bales, making a total 
yield of 6,800,000 bales. The estimate of 
the Atlantic states is very full, as the 
South Carolina crop may prove to be no 
larger than last season. As this season 
commenced with comparatively little oid 
cotton in the interior, the commercial crop 


above the actual yield, as considerable cot- 
ton may be carried over te the next sea- 
son should the present low prices continue. 
In my opinion the weatner conditions since 
October 1st, while contributing materially 
to the quality, have added very little to 
the quantity of the crop. For maturing 
the crop and enabling it to be picked rapid- 
ly and in good condition, the weather could 
hardly have been more favorable. The re- 
markable deficiency in rainfall prevented 
new growth and hence there has been no 
top crop of consequence. As the country 
roads everywhere have been in fine condi- 
tion and the railroads had all the cars 
needed there has been every facility for 
marketing the crop quickly. 

“My correspondents unite in ‘reporting 
that picking and marketing have been 
rapid beyond precedent. In.many sections 
picking is over and it is likely it will all be 
practically finished this week. In view of 
the unusually favorable,conditions for mar- 
keting the crop I think the port ‘movement 
is fully a week in advance of last season 
and that one-half of the port receipts for 
this season had reached the ports by No- 
vember 22d, as one-half of last season's re- 
‘ceipts at the ports had reached the ports 
on November 29th. 

“Taking this as a basis, let us see what it 
would indicate for the crop. On November 


bales. This would give 5,140,000 bales as 
port receipts for the season. The overland 
movement to northern mills is 40,000 bales 
less than the same time last year, but 
we will assume that the movement for the 
entire season will be the same as last year. 
Let us also assume that the southern mills 
will take the same as last season. Using 
the figures of the New Orleans cotton ex- 
change for the overland 
southern consumption, adding for the two 
items 1,612,000 bales to the indicated port re- 
ceipts, the result is a commercial crop of 
6,750,000 bales. As the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas railroad, which is now shipping the 
bulk of the crop, which last year it shipped 
through Hannibal, Mo., has already shipped 
about 30,000 bales by the new route, thus 
adding to the port receipts at the expense 
of the overland movement, it is not at all 
probable that the entire overland movement 
for the season will exceed last year’s fig- 
ures. 

“To show how misleading port receipts. to 

» the end of November may be can be judged 
without considering attending circum- 
stances, let me compare the season of 
1884-85 with the one following it. To the 
end of November, 1884, the port receipts dif- 
fered only 5,000 bales from the same period 
of 1883, but the difference between the crops 
of these two seasons was 87,000 bales. An- 
other striking comparison is between the 
season of 1887-88 and the next season. In 
the former season the port receipts to the 
end of November were 44,000 more than in 
1838 and at the close it was only about 100,- 
000 bales more than the crop of 1888-89. 

‘The large crop estimates now current are 
all based upon positive limits of acreage. 
Henry Neils’s limit estimate of acreage is 
19,200,000 acres and exceeds by over 2,400,000 
acres the figures deducted from the census 
in 1890, and the department of agriculture’s 
yearly pro rata of increase and decrease 
since then. Now, I happen to know that the 
facilities and methods of the department of 
agriculture should enable it to reach ap- 
proximately correct figures concerning the 
acreage and will explain fully in the edi- 
tion of ‘(Cotton Facts” soon to be isued. 

‘In the abundance of charity towadrs Mr. 
Neil and the department, whose statements 
he discredits, let us take for the acreage of 
this season the average of the two esti- 
mates. This would be 18,000,000 acres, as 
against 20,00',000,as reported by the census for 
the season of 1889-'90; this compromise acre- 
age is 10 per cent less than this year’s acre- 
age and a corresponding dxcrease in yield 
from the census report of yie'd; a trifle un- 
der 7,500,000 bales would give us the prom- 
ise of a yield this season of 6, 74), 000 bales. 

“AS a resule of the generally dry weath- 
er during the season of maturing, and pick- 
ing the crop, the bales are somewhat light- 
er than those at this time last season. 
The deficiency in Texas is from th\rteen to 
fifteen pounds per bale, but the shoytage is 
much less in other sections. ‘ 

“It is very probable that the average 

_ weight of the crop may be five pounds per 
bale less than last season. Upon a yiel¢ of 
6,800,000 bales, this shortage in weight wolld 
be equivalent to a loss of 70,000 bales, &s

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‘For Half a Day the City Was at the 


Mercy of Fire. 


A WATER MAIN CRACKS WIDE. OPEN 


And the Flow Into the City Is Stopped. 
A Fire Fought from a Cistern the 
Cause of the Trouble, 
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For more than four hours yesterday At- 
lanta was without water enough to have 
quenched even a small fire. 

Marly in the morning the connections with 
the new waterworks Were cut’ off and the 
works were shut down so that sume connec- 
tions might be made. 

When the connecuuons with the new works 
were cut off or rather just before the cut 
was made the old Works Were started up, 
ard once more the city was furnished with 
water from the old plant. For hours the 
old plant did its work as well as it did 
when the plant was first located, but about 
half-past 12 o'clock the flow of water into 
the city suddenly stopped. Almost at the 
same time the fire alarm was rung in, an 
when the department, responding, reached 
the s6ene and attempted to drench the 
burning building, there was no Water in the 
pipes. s 

But Chief Joyner quickly realized the 
situation, and calling one of the engines, 
placed it near one of thafthirty cisterns the 
city still keeps, and began drawing water 
from it. In this way he succeeded in extin- 
guishing the fire, but not until the building 
had been badly damaged. 

About the time the fire alarm rang in 
Secretary Terry, in the waterworks office, 
discovered that the pressure had gone down 
and began an investigation which revealed 
the fact that the big water main at the top 
of the hill near the old waterworks had 
broken and that water could not reach the 
city. Instantly Mr. Terry notified the new 
works that the old works were disabled and 
the work in progress at the new plant was 
quickly stopped and the machinery was at 
once started, but several hours elapsed be- 
fore the water began coming into the city 
in anything like availabie quantities for 
either domestic, fire or other uses. 

While the water was low Chief Joyner 
and Mr. Terry never left the waterworks 
office, but counted the increasing 6trokes 
with the same watchful nervousness of a 
physician beside a patient almost hopeless- 
ly ill. 

The main which broke was one of the 
largest the city has at the old works, and 
has been in service ever since the old works 
were put in. It will take several days 120 
repair it, and in the meantime all of the 
water supply will be drawn from the new 
works.

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Wht Not Be Men? 

It is a well known fact that the con- 
gressmen from the south and west. and 
in fact a majority of the democrats in 
congress are strongly in favor of an in- 
dividual income tax and the repeal of 
the state bank tax.

How Are the Mighty Fallen! 

“Voorhees plays the cheap demagogue 
in the senate!” 

This remarkable lreadline over a Wash- 
ington dispatch in yesterday’s Evening 
Official Organ was the cause of a good 
deal of innocent mirth. 

Two short months ago, when Voorhees 
led the gold standard forces against sil- 
Ver, Our contemporary extravagantly 
sounded his praises and complimented 
the conduct which he admitted wéuld 
blot out the record of a whole life. Then 
it was “the great Voorhees” and “the 
noble Voorhees,” and “God bless Voor- 
hees” and the like. 

What has so suddenly lowered its esti- 
mate of this grand and glorious stnt@ 
man to the level of “a cheap dema- 
gogue?’ In glancing over the dispatch 
with this startling headline we found 
the following: 

Senator Voorhees opened his pension cam- 
paign in the senate this morning by intro- 
ducing two bills—one declaring a pension a 
vested right, regulating the suspension of 
pensions and granting appeals to the su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia; 
the other defining sundry crimes against the 
United States in the administration of the 
pension laws 

We begin to catch on. The noble pa- 
triot who dumped the record of a life- 
time into a hole to become the superser- 
viceable manager of the goldbug cam- 
paign in the senate is in danger. He is 
treading on forbidden ground. Tf he 
proposes to run amuck, and take the bit 
in his mouih, he cannot expect to pose 
as a “noble patriot.” He will be only “a 
cheap demagogue.”’ Such a fall is hu- 
miliating, and if Mr. Voorhees’s feelings 
are not lacerated he will prove to be 
callous indeed. 
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A ‘Coenen Demanded. 

Democratic congressmen from the 
south need not flatter themselves that 
the people are satisfied with the finan- 
cial situation as it stands. Southern 
representatives will not be permitted to 
sit down and fold their hands under the 
impression that the question is settled, 
and that, therefore, they have nothing 
more to do with the matter. There has 
been no settlement. Cotton is worth 
nearly $10 a bale less than it was this 
time last year. A heavier pressure has 
been put on all forms of industry. De- 
pression has attacked all forms of busi- 
hess. There is no escape for the people 
except through the medium of legislation 
that is intended to meet the approval 
of the masses of this country instead of 
the money kings of this country and 
Europe. 

We say, therefore, to those southern 
representatives who imagine that the 
people are satisfied, that they will not 
be permitted to remain securely in their 
places unless they use their utmost in- 
fluence to secure such remedial legisla- 
tion as will relieve the people from the 
pressure which the present financia) sit- 
uation imposes on them. 

The situation is all right for the east. 
Nobody disputes that. Mr. Guerard, 
of Chatham, in his recent remarks in 
11 house on the bank bill, said that 
there is plenty of money: that the strin- 
geney has been greatly overdrawn; that 
anybody who has security can take it 
to New York and get all the money he 
wants. This is certainly a_ very apt 
description of the situation as far as it 
There has been but little strin- 
gency felt by the people who have been 
holding money. There has been no real 
stringency at the east. . 

The stringency is at the south yin the 
west and in some of the middle states. 
In this section it is chronic, but the re- 
establishment of the single gold stand- 
ard has put additional pressure on the 
people, and it hurts. Money is scarce 
here and, therefore, dear. It is plenti- 
ful at the east, and, therefore, interest 
is low, except where money is to be in- 
vested in industrial enterprises, and 
then it is almost as high there as it is 
here. 

Why should the people rest contenied- 
ly under a tinancial system which com- 
pels them to put such security as they 
have in a carpetbag and to New 
York to borrow money. Thisgvery fact, 
vouched for by Mr. Guerard, of Chat- 
ham, shows that our financial system is 
inequitable and unjust infits operations; 
that it is not in touch or sympathy with 
the needs of the people. 

And when we say the people we do 
not mean the farmers alone. but the 
smaller business men, whose prosperity 
depends on that of the farmers; and all 
the business men who ure pot engaged 
in banking, Whose protits depend on 
the ability of the people to buy and pay 
for Whafttheyv get. 

There has been a very serious effort 
made by superticial writers to show 
that the interests of the farmers are not 
identical with those of the rest of the 
people. But there is nothing in such a 
eoutention. It proceeds on an assump- 
tion false as anything ean be. To 
Whatever degree the farmers are pros- 
perous or ubpprosperous, just in that de- 
gree business prospers or fails to pros- 
per; just in that degree industrial pro- 
gress goes forward or lags behind. But 
prosperity is never found where money 
searee and dear and prices abnor- 
mally low; and we shall never have any 
real prosperity in this section again un- 
tila change has been made in our finan- 
cinl system—a change that will enable 
the people of all sections to reap the 
benetits of it 

Why should a farmer, or a business 
wishing to borrow a _  wmoderate 
sum, for\ business, be compelled to go 
to New York for it? Is this the end and 
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tive, 


some future time. 


aim of our financial system—to edneen- 
trate the money of the country in New 
York, so that those in other parts of the 
country who need it in their business 
will be compelled to gu to, New York to 
borrow it? 

This is the fundamental weakness of 
our financial system. It has given Shy- 
lockism supreme control of, the finances. 
The government, in the interest of Shy- 
lockism, has made it practically imposs- 
ible for the people of the states to util- 
ize their credit. If they .want to borrow 
money Which they themselves have au- 
thorized they must first be able t&buy 
a government bond, and then they must 
go to New York. 

There must be a change. The system 
that abolishes the credit of the people 
by taxing the bills of state banks, and 
that outlaws land, the basis of all credit, 
should be radically reformed; and the 
sooner southern congressmen set about 
this business, the more thoroughly will 
they recommend themselves to the ap- 
proval of their constituents. There must 
be a change and a radical one.

Pass the Wilson Bill! 

We observe that there is considerable 
difference of opinion among democrats 
in regard to the new tariff bill. If this 
difference were typical, or representa- 
we should tind those who are in 
favor of a tariff for revenue only op- 
posing the Wilson bill, while those who 
are moderate protectionists would ap- 
prove its main features—for the bill is 
almost precisely such a measure as the 
platform of 1884 called-for. But, in 
point of fact, we find The Courier-Jour- 
nal, which is for free trade, favoring the 
bill, while The Richmond Times, which 
is for a tariff for revenue,only, opposing 
it. We find also some of the moderate 
protectionists opposing the Dill and 
Others favoring it. 

The truth seems to be that the measure 
is in the nature of a compromise Dbe- 
tweeu conflicting views in the comumit- 
tee, and is put forward as the basis of a 
temporary settlement of the tariff ques- 
tion on conservative lines. 

There is much in the bill that ought to 
meet the approval of thosegwho are anx- 
ious to see the present anomalous busi- 
ness situation relieved of the strain that 
has been put upon it. 

We say. therefore, that th&thing to do 
is to pass the Wilson tariff bill and get 
it out of the way, so that whatever un- 
toward influence, doubt or expectation 
it may have on the business situation 
shall be removed. It is not to be ex- 


pected that every democrat will approve ' 


each line or paragraph of the bill; but 
the bill as a whole moves toward reform. 
It lays the foundation for a more rad- 
ical treatment of the whole question at 
It removes some of 
the obstacles that have stood in the way 
of reform. It will prepare the public 
mind of the east for accepting the tariff 
for revenue only which the people are 
in favor of and which they will some 
day foree through congress. 

The main thing is to get the measure 
out of the Way so that it will be in op- 
eration before the people turn their at- 
tention to electing congressmen next 
year. 

The Wilson bill is conservative and 
still democratic. It applies to the tariff 
for the first time in thirty years the 
gauge and ineasure of genuine reform. 

If the bill can be amended in any par- 
ticular without delaying it, there is no 
objection to that: but there should be 
no unnecessary delay. The measure 
should be made a law as promptly as it 
ean be put through congress, ond it 
should go into operation at a date 
“arly as is consistent with the welfare of 
the business interests which it affects. 

Whatever criticism may be .passed on 
the Wilson bill, there is this much to be 
said in its favor-—it is better than the 
Melsinley law. Being better than that 
oppressive law, it should be supported 
by the democrats and be'‘pushed through 
congress With oll possible speed. The 
people are tired of democratic wrang- 
ling over every public quesiiop ~ that 
comes up for settlement. Thev want 
to see democratic action and that action 
ennnot be too prompt.

New Yok Sun, dem.: In what he has to 
say about the reform of the tariff, Mr. 
Cleveland recognizes ‘‘the empnatic verdict 
of the people,” but he is very careful not 
to say what that emphatic verdict was. 
There is not a word about the constitutfonal 
limitations on the taxing power-of the gov- 
ernment, as affirmed by the democrati: 
form on which he was elected. The generai- 
ities and half truths and solemn rothings 
which are so characte ristic of his rhetor'- 
cal style, are emploved to hide the naked 
iniquity of his proposition that the platiorm 
shall be repudiated by the party, and that 
the democracy shall now engage in the con- 
struction of an avowedlyv protective tariff, 
differing from the NMeKinlev tariff in the 
degree of its McKinlevism, but net in kind. 
The president's approval of the Wilson pro- 
tectionist bill is distinctly expres He 
professes to regard the new robber tariff 
of 1895 as the result of “mueh unselfish and 
patriotic work, and records his betief that 
jt ‘“dieals with its subject consistently and 
as thoroughly existing per- 
mit.”” The tariff for revenue only whieh 
Mr. Cleveland now favors is “a tax upon 
incomes derived from certain corporate in- 
vestments,” the extent of tax and the char- 
acter of the corporate investments to be 
taxed, are not specified.

What will become of the building and 
I@av associations? 
| That’s the question the people are asking 


_ when they discuss the proposed tax on cor- 


porations. 
And the general verdict seems to be that 
it will play havoc, sad havoc, among all the 
ssociations in the south. More especially 
oes it call forth comment and not only 
mment, but caustic criticism from the 
cers of the associations who, by virtue 
of their experience, are in 2 position to 
know just what effect such proposed legis- 
lation would bring on. The opinion of the 
men who are at the head of the principal 
building and loan associations whose head- 
quarters are in Atlanta are unanimous, 
They rise with one voice to condemn it. 
Mr. Malcolm Johnson, who is always 
thoroughly up on all subjects of political 
significance, and who manages the affairs 
of the Nationa) Building and Ioan Asso- 


tion reporter yesterday. 

“Lam deepty interested in this thing,” he 
said, “and I believe that if the passage of 
such a bill seems immfhent to the people, 
a how! will go up that will echo throughout 
every state in the union. [ know it will. 
The method is absurd, and if passed will 
prove ruinous to the south and her in- 
terests, 

“For the sake of convenience all busi- 
Ness is tending toward corporations, mer- 
cantile especiady. Now, there is uo ques- 
von about the great bulk of the property of 
the poor ig in corporations. To tax them 
woul be a direct tax upon the hard earn- 
ings of the poor class and still leave exempt 
the princely and colossal incomes of the 
huge money magnates and bloated bond- 
holders of the east, Who count their incomes 
by the miPlions.

And, us every- 
one understands, the associations make 
profits by frequent reinvestment of these 
small weekly instaiments, which is in ef- 
fect compounding the interest on the small 
payments of its shareholders. This pro- 
posed taxation of corporations woud just 
be putting so much tax upon the weekly 
earhings of these poor people, because such 
expenses must first come out of the monthly 
installments before investment. 

“On the National Building and Loan As- 
sociation, whose operations ure very ex- 
tensive and which has accumulated assets 
running up in the millions, this tax would 
be a severe impediment toward maturing 
their stock. On each of the National Build- 
ing and Loan Associations in Atlanta, ac- 
cording to the proposed rate of taxation, a 
tribute of $8,000 or $10,000 would be an 
nuaidy levied. This money invested aceord- 
ing to the plans of the building and loan 

ssociations would make comfortable homes 

»r from seventy-five to one hundred fami- 
es every year. 

“Yes sir, this tax would fall heavily upon 

he meager earnings of the washerwoman, 

he carpenter, the bricklayer, and all that 
ass of people who support themselves 
yon small samaries. Experience has proven 
at building and loan associations properly 
mducted are the best investments for 
persons of ordinary means, in fact. an ab- 
lute necessity and of all corporations this 
ax would fall most heavily upon’ them. 
Such an extreme measure this won't 
pass—it can’t pass—the people will rise up 
in arms against it.” 

Mr. Johnson was very pronounced in his 
denunciation of that part of the president's

Mr. W. C. Hale Taiks.

He said: 

“T think it is a hardship arwi a burden 
upon these individuals who own shares in 
these corporations. This, more especially 
the case in the building and loans associa- 
tions, becaugpe the bulk of their stock- 
holders are persons of small means and 
persons who usually join an association to 
secure a home for themselves, or to use 
‘it as a savings bank for accumulating a 
ifund against a rainy day. 

“By the. system of smal! monthly pay- 
ments many a man has been enabled tio 
buy a home and thereby become a better 
citizen. Many could never get a home in 
any other way. To levy a tax upon a 
poor man, which is the immediate effect of 
the tax upon the corporation of which he 
is a member, in preference to that man 
who has a large income in my mind, 
manifestiy unjust. I do not say that I am 
in favor of an income tax, but if it is neces- 
gary to choose between a tax on corpora-

tions and a tax upon individual incomes, I 


positively would decide in favor of reliev- 
ing corporations. The effect of such a tax 
upon our association would be to require 
about 4,000 individuals to share it in pro- 
portion to the stock held by them. And 
most of them hold small amounts because 
of limited means. This tax would fall, and 
fall severely, upon the wage-earner.”’ 
Cabaniss’s Opinion. 

Said Mr. G. A. Cabaniss, president of the 
Southern Home Building and Loan Associa- 
tion: 

“IT am in favor of a tax upon individual 
incomes. This is one of the fairest 
methods of taxations. I am not in favor 
of a tax upon corporatiois. This is 
one of the most inequitable methods of tax- 
ation. Building and loan associations are 
made up of the earnings saved by the 
poorer class of people. This tax would fall 
upon them. It is not right. It is unjust 
and I, for one, stand dead against it.” 

Mr. W. G. Paschall, of tke Southern

“I have always been a strong Cleveland 
man, but this proposition of hts to place a 
burden upon the working men and exempt 
the big men of Wall street is to me pre- 
postrous.”’

GOSSIP OF A DAY. 

Four lamps burning brightly furnished a 
novel sight which greeted the eyes of the 
senate judiciary committee at the capitol 
yesterday afternoon. Beside the committee 
there were in the room a number of gentle- 
men, among them two of the officials of the 
Standard Oil Company—Mr. F.. B. Squier 
and Mr. McGowan. Mr. Squier is one of the 
most prominent officials of the company and 
is one of the most prominent citizens ,of 
Cleveland, O., where he makes his home. 
He is a very wealthy gentleman and in 
addition to his interest in the big company 
which he represents, he has made large in- 
vestments in [florida phosphate lands and 
is also the owner of one of the best news- 
papers in Ohio-—The Cleveland ‘World. 

The bill that was under consideration was 
one prepared by the state chemist and in- 
troduced by Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun. It 
provided that oil sold in Georgia shall have 
higher illuminating power than that now 
sold. 

Before the committee, Chemist Payne ex- 
piained that he had prepared the bill at the 
instance of the commissioner of agriculture, 
based on the numerous complaints as to 
the quality of oil sold in different sections 
of the state. He had analyzed these oils 
and had found in some instances that there 
had evidently been a mixing of the heavier 
oil and the lighter oil and that in several 
instances the oil he had examined was onlv 
a little over 40 per cent of what chemists 
cali normal oil. He explained, too, that the 
heavier the oil the less illuminating power, 
as it was harder for it to travel up the wick. 

Captain Jackson, who represented the 
Standard Oil people, presented the legal as- 
pects of the measure and Mr. McGowan 
gave some very interesting information on 
the subject of wicks. He showed that many 
of the textile wicks furnished so much re- 
Sistance to oils that they are responsible 
four the dimness of the light.

Less than 1,000 votes were pelled in the 
city election yesterday. 

The registration was slightly over 3,000, 
but so slight’ was the interest in the result 
that less than one-third of the registered 
voters turned out to elect the ticket. 

The table shows the result of the election 
in detail: 
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the history of Atlan- 
ta the voting was done at more than six 
points, West End or the seventh ward be- 
ing the new voting precinct. But the resi- 
dents of that ward are not yet accustomed 
to the ways of the ward politicians and the 
vote was very light indeed. 

At all of the voting places the candidates 
were on hand working for the election of 
the ticket and fighting the opposition that 
was sprung at the last minute, an opposi- 
Sition, in fact, of which no one appeared to 
Know anything, even after it had made its 
appearance. 

The heaviest voting was done in the sixth 
ward, but there it was not near the regis- 
tration. 

There were no crowds around any of the 
voting places at any time during the day 
and only those who were out to vote would 
have known that an election was on hand. 
So small were the crowds out that in one 
of the wards it was necessary for the man- 
agers to place a sign on the side of the 
house announcing that votes were being 
received on the inside for aldermen and 
councilmen. 

Very little interest was shown throughout 
the city in the election, every one believing 
that the ticket nominated at the primary a 
few weeks ago would be elected. Not even 
the candidates manifested much interest in 
the matter, all of them taking it for 
sranted that the voters who had nominated 
them would elect them. 

The regulation ticket was found in the 
hands of all of the workers about the polls 
except those who were working against 
the straight nominations. Those opposing 
the nominations were liberal in scattering 
tickets, but that liberality was used for 
nothing. 

Of the opposition ticket there were two 
kinds, and an abundance of both kinds 
were found at each of the seven voting 
places. One of the new tickets contained 
all of the regular nominees except Mr. 
Dodge, of the third ward. In.the place of 
his name appeared the name of Mr. James 
G. Woodward. The other ticket read: 

Citizens’ Ticket—For Aldermen, H. ‘I. 
Inman, H. A. Boynton. 

For Councilmen—First ward, M. P. Camp. 

Second ward, H. C. Sawtell. 

Third ward, J. G. Woodward. 

Fourth ward, W. J. Campbell. 

Fifth ward, John Welch. 

Sixth ward, G. G. Roy. 

Seventh ward, T. H. Miller. 

The ticket, when it made its appearance, 
caused a great deal of surprise. None of 
the gentlemen suggested by the ticket could 
account for it, and all of them denied all 
knowledge of it and appealed to the voters 
to pay no attention to it and to vote for 
the regular ticket. 

All efforts to find where the ticket came 
from were futile. Those handling them ap- 
peared as ignorant of their source as those 
to whom they were appealing for votes. 

Every one of the gentlemen from Mr. 
Inman, the first -«#e named on the ticket, 
down to Mr. Miller, of the seventh ward, 
declare that the tickets were made without 
their knowledge or consent. 

The polls opened in the first ward with 
no heelers about the ballot box, and for fif- 
teen minutes the managers kept themselves 
company by recording the votes of them- 
selves. It was nearly half-past 8 o'clock 
when the first vote outside of the votes of 
the managers was handed through the win- 
dow, and that vote was Captain W.°H. 
Brotherton’s ‘‘come across.”’ Before the 
first hour was over, however, the crowd 
about the precinct began to increase, and 
as the crowd grew the interest deepened 
and continued to manifest itself until noon 
when it was generally known that the oppo- 
sition tickets had no possible chance of win- 
ning. In the wards the highest vote polled 
was that of J. H. Welch, the fifth ward 
nominee, 117 , 

The second ward voting was done in the 
tax assessor’s office in the city hall. Mr. 
John A. Colvin, the nominee for alderman 
from the south side, was at the door of the 
city hall during the entire day, greeting the 
voters and urging them on to victory, but 
apart fom the work of Mr. Colvin there was 
very little interest in the day’s election. 
The lagest vote in the ward was 173, and 
several of the candidates received that num- 
ber. 

The voting in the third ward took place 
at the corner of Fraser and Fair streets, 
and the vote was a light one compared to 
what the ward generally does. The highest 
vote given was that Mr. Camp of the first 
ward got, 120. The regular nominees got 
the heaviest opposition in this ward, but 
that was nothing to amount to anything. 

The fourth ward voters exercised their 
qualifications on Wheat street, but less than 


to turn out and vote. In this ward Mr. 
Camp, of the first, and Mr. Welch, of the 
fifth, received the ehaviest vote, 97 each. 

The fifth ward people voted on Marietta 
street, near Foundry, and only 139 voters 
cared enough about the election to turn out. 
Early in the morning it was stated about 
the voting place that the opposition was 
making strong headway, and throughout 
the day it was maintained by those around 
that the regular ticket would not be so 
much in the lead. But the practiced elec- 
tion watcher quickly came to the conclusion 
that there was nothing in the declaration, 
and when the count was made last night 
it was found that the opposition had not 
amounted to anything at all. 

It was the sixth ward which turned out 
the big vote of the day. That ward always 
votes freely, and yesterday it polled more 
votes than any of the others. The voting 
was done on Peachtree street, in the house 
next to the one Jack built, but there was 
no interest of any consequence in the elec- 
tion, and nearly all of the voting was done 
by business men on their way to or from 
dinner. 

The séventh ward people dropped their 
votes into the ballot box early in the morn- 
ing as they came into the city, and before 
the noon hour was half around the voting 
was practically done. An election was some- 
thing new to the people in the lively sub- 
urb, and the voting hours were nearly 
counted before some of them realized that 
the day for their first part in an election 
with the city of Atlanta was at hand.

A Colony of Young Rogues Get 

Whisky They Want. 

A colony of wine bibvers, composed of 
young men about the city who had been 
carrying on a systematic process of steal- 
ing, was brought to light by the detective 
force yesterday gmorning. 

They have reveled, it appears from the 
evidence, on whisky that is savory with 
the associations of Harry Hill, that dash- 
ing young cavalier who was mixed up with 
the Willson Whisky Company, and who is 
now supposed to be in the northwest. 

The whisky which has been’ supplying 
these young men with bacchanalian revelry 
for several weeks was stolen from the Cel- - 
jar of Mr. J. W. Echols, at Inman Park. 

Mr. Echols, it will be remembered, pur- 
chased the whisky at a public sale several 
months ago in the interest of his own pro- 
tection as a creditor, and had it stored 
away for safety in the basement of his 
new home which has only recently been 
erected in the park. 

The cellar was provided with a large air 
hole for the sake of proper ventillation, 
but it never occurred to Mr. Echols that 
such a wise forethought would expose him 
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to the entrance of a different visitor. 


This air hole, however, was the means of 
entrance discovered by the colony, and it 
was through this aperture that the whisky 
was extracted from its piace of storage in 
the cellar. 

As many as fifty-six quarts of the whisky 
thus stored away by Mr. Echols were stolen 
by the young fellows composing the band. 
The boxes were Opened in tite cellar and 
the whisky drawn out in retail. 

Captain Wright, assisted by Retectives 
Crim, Holcomb, Cason and Harris, are en- 
titled to the credit of this important dis- 
covery.

He believes 
in cheap freight rates as the first thing nec- 
essary in the work of building up a great 
city. He believes in fostering a city’s man- 
ufacturing interests. He is always rpady 
to do anything that might tend to the gen- 
eral welfare of Atlanta. 

When Mr. Norcross mentioned his plan 
to Mayor Goodwin it met the hearty en- 
dorsement of the mayor and the meeting 
that is called to be held today in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is at the sanction of the 
city’s chief executive. 

More than this, the call was endorsed by 
many of the leading firms of merchants 
and business men.

NEW YORK, December 6.—The feature of 
the general market on the stock exchange 
today was dullness, only six stocks selling 
above ten thousand shares, and one other 
above five thousand. The four leading In- 
dustrials, Atchison and St. Paul, did three- 
fifths of the entire business. The status of 
Atchison was again a source of interest- 
ing discussion, the cabied denial yesterday 
of President Reinhart not having by any 
means satisfied the street that everything 
was smooth sailing with the corporation 
of which he is the executive. The cable 
Was used again today in an effort to get 
news of new developments, but without re- 
Fult, except late in the afternoon it was 
anncunced that President Reinhart had 
sailed for home on _ the Teutonic today. 
Whether his mission, if he had-any, was 
successful, he has not disclosed. The Novem- 
ber earings show a considerable compara- 
tive decrease and this had unfavorable ef- 
fect on both the stock and bonds. The 
stock, after an early advance of %4 per cent, 
fell off %, with a final recovery of %4 per 
cent. Early in the day there was good buy- 
ing in Sugar, which sent it up 1%, but in 
this, which possibly desired to get the shares 
at a lower figure, put out rumors thet the 
directors, who were about to meet, would 
not declare the regular dividends, and as 
a result a decline of 2% per cent was en- 
gineered. Upon the announcement of the 
dividends near the close of business, a re- 
covery of % per cent ensued. Sugar pre- 
ferred declined 1% per cent on the day. 
Distilling was held very strongly, the be- 
lief in an increase in the tax on spirits 
preventing any considerable amount of short 
selling and the uncertainty restricting the 
purchases. The stock fluctuated within a 
range of % per cent, and gained % per cent. 
The failure of the Chicago Gas directory to 
hold a meeting was a damper on the shares, 
but as a 1% cash dividend is regarded as 
assured, the bears did not care to put out 
any short lines, and a gain of 4g was scored 
on last night’s prices. London bought of 
the arbitrage specialties, principally St. 
Paul, but the appreciation was only %% cent 
and was followed by a reaction of % and 
a recovery of % per cent. The general list 
was extremely sluggish in movement Out- 
side of a few of the specialties. A strong 
tone prevailed at the opening, and for the 
first hour, but was rather weak during 
the second. After noon the speculation be- 
came firm again, remaining so without any 
material advance until 1 o’clock, when a 
pressure to sell set in and with it a reac- 
tion which has kept within narrow figures 
generally. In the final dealings a covering 
movement was developed, which caused a 
small rally and a fairly firm closing. The 
chief declines on the day are 2% in Mobile 
and Ohio, 1% in Missouri Pacific, M2 in 
lowa Central preferred and American To- 
bacce preferred, 144 in Pittsburg and West- 
ern preferred and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis, and 1 per cent in 
Baltimore and Ohio, Great Northern pre- 
ferred and St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mani- 
toba.

NEW YORK, December 6.—The Liverpool 
market this morning was unquestionably. a 
great surprise and a disappointment to the 
trade. Although spinners bought 12,000 bales 
of cotton and private reports indicate a de- 
cidedly more active interest in the article 
on the part of consumers in both Great 
Britain and on the continent, futures were 
from 2-64 to 3-64d lower for the day. The 
cause of the decline were cables from Mr. 
Neill, at New Orleans, reiterating his for- 
mer crop estimate of 7,000,000 bales mini- 
mum. Although the market, it would seem, 
should have become accustomed to this oft- 
repeated reiteration, it still seems to stand 
in awe of this estimate, probably because 
of the opinion shared by many that the re- 
iteration of the estimate is equivalent to a 
declaration that a large New Orleans bear 
account is still uncovered, and that if -nec- 
essary an increased estimate may be issued 
to facilitate its profitable liquidation. The 
New York market opened at a decline of 
about 8 points from last night’s prices, lost 
2 to 3 points more, .but recovered it, and by 
1 o'clock was steady at the opening prices. 
The feature of the market today'has been 
the large trading recorded within compara- 
tively low limits, there has been an enor- 
mous liquidation on the part of tired hold- 
ers, there would seem to have been an 
equally large absorption of cotton by thosé 
whose confidence is not shaken by the large 
receipts. New Orleans receipts tomorrow 
are estimated at 13,000 bales, against 18,000 
last week and 14,000 last year. The semi- 
weekly interior movement, as made up by 
the New Orleans exchange, is as follows: 

Receipts this week, 96,000 bales; last week, 
97,000 bales; last year, 95,000 bales; shipments 
this week, 81,000 bales; last week, 84,000 
bales; last year, 71,691. These figures are 
not, perhaps, quite as large as had been 
expected with a view of ascertaining as 
far as may be possible the probabilities of 
receipts next week. The exchanges have 
telegraphed its correspondence at various 
southern points asking them whether a 
lighter movement was to be anticipated. 
From amongst the replies received the fol- 
lowing quotations may be made: 

Norfolk, Va.—I look for materially lighter 
receipts next week, expect factors receipts 
somewhat lighter and Norfolk and Wil- 
mington to fall off considerably. 

Charleston, S. C.—Nothing points to any 
reduction in receipts here; with the ships 
here that are to be filled we might possi- 
bly increase somewhat. 

Augusta, Ga.—Estimated receipts here to- 
day, 800, against 1,300 last year; for the week 
7,200, against 7,800 last year. 

Savannah, Ga.—Factors report light move- 
ment from planters, but small towns are un- 
loading; hardly expect marked decrease be- 
fore holidays. My advices say samé amount 
in this section as last year. 

New Orleans, La.—We look for a reduc- 
tion, but we can see no signs of marked 
diminution in general port movement, as in- 
terior shipments are still very full. 

Galveston, Tex.—Don’t know whether to 
expect smaller receipts next weck or not. 
Officially, the railroad rate war is said to 
have ceased. Unofficially we are told that 
‘he rate slashing continues. Fully 80 per 
‘ont of Galveston’s receipts is through cot- 
ton. = 
Memphis, Tenn.—We are inclined to look 
for marked decrease in recetpts next week. 
Allowing the amount of cotton to be 
brought in sight this week to be 385,000, and 
nllowing 10 per cent increase each week 
from now on over last year this crop will 
only be 7,318,000 bales. Allowing 15 per cent 
over last year each week and we have only 
7,457,000 bales. The present increase to the 
end of this week is. only 8 1-4 per cent over 
last year. In view of all the conditions of 
this season it is reasonable to suppose that 
we can even maintain the increase of. 8 1-4 
per cent for the rest of the season. We do 
not think so and conditions about here do 
not point to any such probability. 

During the afternoon the market was 
quiet, but steady, and closed at the highest 
price of the day. Receipts are only about 
45,000 bales, which is rather less than ear-

Atwood Violett & Co’s Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, December 6.—Liverpool im- 
proved 1 point this morning with spot sales 
of 12,000, and doubtless would have sustain- 
ed it and perhaps done even better had not 
Neill reported their minimum estimate of 
(,(00,000 bales, the original of which was is- 
sued some time ago. The English spinner 
and speculator pins his faith to these esti- 
mates, with the result that this market, 
after opening 7 to 8 points lower than last 
night declined 3 more, from which there 
was a Slight recovery. No matter how well 
informed any one may be as to the crop in 
the south—everything from which. indicates 
a crop not exceeding seven and a quarter 
million—an estimate based upon such re- 
ports receives no consideration from the 
spinning world. but, on the gontrary, any 
indication of a crop of seven and three- 
quarter millions, or above, brings about a 
lower Liverpool market, where support is 
most needed, in fact indispensable, to any 


permanent improvement on this side. There | 


is, therefore, nothing to do but grin and 
bear it, because one thing, as a rule pre- 
vails when sellers predominate: the daily 
movement is of a character to indicate 
large crop figures, but after all, aS we have 
pointed out, the present mcevement is no cri- 
terion, because on December Ist we were a 
quarter of a million behind the same date 
on the previous year, the crop of which sea- 
son turned out only 7,000,000 bales. Be this 
as it may, however, no matter how entirely 
small crop estimates may be realized in the 
end, we see at this moment an absence of 
sufficient buying power to put the market 
to a higher plane. Whether prices will go 
lower with the continued large movement 
in excess of last year depends upon the ex- 
tent to which the lon interest holds its 
cotton, and further upon how aggressive 
the short interest may become by increas- 
ing its lines. So far there has been much 
rv-sistance to decline because the shorts have 
covered freely on small profits, and this 
has been a sustaining feature for the past 
two months and we attribute it largely to 
the fact that we are 8 cents here for March 
against 10 cents a. vear ago. The question 
of price alse enters into the question very 
largely, because even with the larger move- 
ment such as we are now having, we must 
sooner or later consider with the decline in 
prices now current, whether they have not 
discounted a crop of 7,590,000 or above. We 
think March at 8 cents is at a price to buy 
for a fair profit, even though it should go a 
little lower on heavy receipts, but we may 
be mistaken in this impression, just as we, 
like others, have often been mistaken be- 
fore. Secretary Flester’s, of New Orleans, 
estimate shows that the weicht of bales at 
the ports from all states except Arkansas 
shows an average loss of nearly three 
pounds per bale compared with last year. 
The bears are making tremendous efforts in 
the way of cables to Liverpool to frighten 
the foreign spinners. How long this can 
be ccntinued remains to be seen. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Neill, there must come into sight 
from November 39, 1893 to September 1, 
1894 4,000,000 bales of cotton to realige his 
minimum est'mate. .

NEW YORK, December  6.—Liverpool’s 
decline in response to our rally Sand firm 
closing of yesterday was a wet blanket 
upon the enthusiasm of the bulls, and 
when the receipts came in again heavy the 
whole of yesterday’s advance was lost and 
the prices reached were lower, in some 
cases, than the lowest of Monday last. 
Covernig by the shorts caused a slight 
rally in the afternoon and the close was 
steady. The bulls are clinging & the belief 
that the crop is small and has been mar- 
keted with unexampled rapidity, and that 
some time this month we shall see a sud- 
den and perpendicular drop in the move- 
ment of new cotton. The bears take the 
position*that there hus been prodigious and 
unreasonable lying about the yield of cot- 
ton in the south, as the receipts are daily 
showing; and that the total outturn may 
exceed the largest estimates. Time alone 
can prove who is right. Meas iile the key 
of the situation is to be found in the mar- 
ket for spot cotton. Spinners are now 
buying very sparingliv and we hear that 
cotton in large Cuantities is being offered 
from points in the interior at considerable 
concessions from ruling prices. A sudden 
shrinkage in receipts might change the 
whole situation in a twinkling, but as long 
as the torrent of cotton Keeps pouring into 
the por¥s in undiminished volume there is 
scant encouragement, either for spinners or 
speculators, to buy, and the chances are 
that prices will go lower.

Over 78,000,000 in the visible supply with 
unly a light export demand seems to be the 
chief bear argument. Suppose there was 
only 30,000,000 in the visible supply and the 
balance of the 78,000,000 still in the farmers’ 
hands where it coud not be seen, our prices 
would likely be 10@20 cents higher.

The old man’s story was funny on the 
first blush. Those in the office looked at 
each other and laughed. But there was such 
a tremor of anxiety in the darky’s tone, 
and such an earnestness in his countenance 
aS he stood there poorly clad and weather 
beaten, his little sharp topped hat in his 
hand and his big hickory stick under his 
arm, that it was evident on second:thought 
that there must be something behind his 
Strange inquiries. 

To a Constitution reporter standing near 
the old man told the full story. He is re- 
ally going to Africa. He is going to take a 
party of twenty-four colored citizens of 
Atlanta along with him. They will leave 
tomorrow. 

The thing. is fixed. 
about it this time, sure, for the tickets 
have really been bought, the special car 
to take them to Savannah over the Central 
railroad has been ordered out, the baggage 
is packed and ready to be checked—they 
are going. 

It seems that the members of the ‘ ’socia- 
tion,’’ as they term it, have been chipping

some of Gaston's satelites. Gaston is the 
promoter of the great movement among 
the negroes of the south to go to Africa, 
a movement which swept over this entire 
region of the south about two years ago. 

Under his guidance the movement took 
Shape in Atlanta more than a eyar ago, 
and many a dollar was subscribed by the 
darkies of this and other cities of the south- 
ern states to the fund that was vaguely un- 
derstood to be a kind of mutual concern 
that would grow bigger and bigger as the 
days grew warmer with the approach of 
Summer and some day when the thing had 
grown to fabulous enormity all of them 
would awake from their dreams of sweet 
contemplation and take vovage on the good- 
ly ship that would sail them safely some 
bright day upon the shining sands of sunny 
old Africa, their fond motherland. 

It is needless to say that many of these 
dollars were checked off from time to time 
on the expense account of the “ ’sociation,’’ 
for all well regulated busin@ss has to have 
expense accounts. It is needless to say 
further that many of the colored folks 
who subscribed to the fund grew doubttul 
by and by and pulled out. Thus the move- 
ment had its rise and its fall. Nothing 
has been heard from it lately. 

The wonder is that even twenty-five stuck 
ifs 6ut-P good faith, paying in their little 
contributions from time to time to the 
fund and reveling in the fond dream of 
sme dey e:osdtinge Gy er “te the* land where 
burn the sands and where live the kan- 
garoos. 

But they did, and they are going to Africa 
sure enough. Information was reggived at 
Mr. Appier’s office yesterday from’ the New 
York office of the Central railroad company 
‘nstructing him to issue the tickets for 
‘wenty-five colored tourists from Atlanta 
o New York via the Savannah steamship 
ine. The money for the tickets has been 
uit in the hands of the r@gtiroad people in 

-ew York and the special steamer to take 
fhe excursionists over to /Africa will sail 
week. 

They will take their Christmas 
in Africa! Think of it, in Africa! 

It is a funny sight to look upon the types 
of excursionists that siood there in the 
Central railroad office yesterday. They 
were older than one would think, and when 
they go to Africa it will be to die. Many 
of them are stooped under the unfriendiy 
touch of age and have the frosts:from the 
almond tree on their brows. They were 
all poorly clothed, wearing trousers that 
bagged about their bony Knees and coats 
with patches about the buttonholes and up 
and down the arm sleeves.

MAJOR ARNOLD DEAD 


An Influential Factor in Georgia's Ma- 
terial Development 


PASSES AWAY RATHER UNEXPECTEDLY | & 


He Wasths Secretary ofthe Piedmont Ex- 
* position Company,and a Man of 
Wcnderful Activity. 


Arnold, one of 
best known citizens, died rather unexpect- 
edly at his residence, No. 1651 Richardson 
streft, yesterday morning. 

No announcement could possibly carry 
with it more genuine surprise than the in- 
formation of Major Arnold’s death. 

A finer or more vigorous specimen of 
manhood never walked the streets of this 
city. Though well advanced in years, Major 
Arnold was remarkably well preserved, and 
added to this his life was that of a busy 
and energeiic man. 

lle was capable of any amount of hard 
work and had wonderful powers of physi- 
cal endurance. This is abundantly proven

by the active part which he took in bring- 
ing about the Piedmont exposition and the 
vast amount of labor which he bestowed 
upon that enterprise. 

As the secretary of the Piedmont Expo- 
Sition Company it was necessary not only 
to be a man of ideas, but a man of energy 
to meet the heavy exactions and activities 
of that responsible position. That he dis- 
charged his duties well and filled the high- 
est conceptions of fidelity is shown by his 
long and faithful career as the secretary 
of the exposition. 

His Fatal Tliness. 

Saturday afternoon Maior Ar- 
known a day's sickness in 
his life. He, of course, felt indisposed at 
times, but was never so fully overcome by 
his intirmities as to find it necessary to take 
to his bed. 

jt was a common remark among his 
friends, and a matter of pleasant boast with 
Major Arnold that his life in such a meas- 
ure had been so well preserved in the im- 
munity from sickness or .uffering of any 
kind. . 

With such men, however, death is usually 
Wrapped up in the first spell of sickness, 
andi when it was known last Saturday that 
Major Arnold had left the office feeling 
badlw the most serious results were appre- 
hended. 

On the morning of that day 
customary place ot work 
to be in his usual good health. He read his 
mail and *conversed pleasantly with those 
who calies {i to see him on business. 

Last ranksegiving Day-he went out to 
see the game of football at Piedmont park, 
and gat that time his spirits bordered closely 
upon the excitement that was felt by tha 
younger element, and even took on a tinge 
of his own boyish enthusiasm. 

In conversation with a gentleman near 
him he stated that plans were under consid- 
eration for holding a big fair in Atlanta 
next year, and that it would be the largest 
display of products and manufactured wares 
ever exhibited in this section of the country. 

Last Saturday afternoon Major Arnold 
complained of feeling badly and went to his 
home with the firm conviction that he had 
caught the grip. 

Serious imlications made themselves ap- 
parent later in the day and he soon real- 
ized that he was a very sick man. He con- 
tinued to grow worse, in spite of the best 
nursing, together with the most skillful 
treatment of his physician, until the end 
came peacefully yesterday morning and the 
palor of death was brought to the termina- 
tion of his long and interesting career. 

Major Arnold leaves a wife and one child, 
Mrs. George Robertson, to mourn his sad 
death, together with.a@ sorrowing commu- 
nity. 

As a vestryman of St. Philip’s church, 
Major Arnold carried his individuality with 
equal prominence into the affairs of the 
church and was an influential factor in 
matters of religion and church government. 

The church, therefore, of which he was a 
member will feel the bereavement of his 
sad and unexpected death. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Major Arnold at the time of his death 
was in the sixty-third year of his age. 

He was not a native of this country, but 
was born at Bremen, Germany. The im- 
press of his German nationality was

Since coming to Atlanta Major Arnold has 
actively identified himself with the develop- 
ment of this section. Every stroke of his 
pen has been in the interest of Georgia’s 
material welfare, and from a human stand- 
point it would seem that his life could ill 
be spared. 

Major Arnold, at the time of his death, 
was-also the president of the Georgia Hedge 
Company. As a skilful accountant he had 
no superior, and figures were as natural to 
him as the act of respiration, 

The passing of this good man to his higher 
spiritual reward will be sadly mourned, and 
in the days to come his untiring genius will 
be sorely missed.

Here’s Another List, 


At the request of Mr. Allen, of Upson, the 
resolution relative to the disposition of land 
in dispute on the right of way of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad was taken up im- 
mediately after the reading of the journal. 
The resolution provides that the governor 
appoint a commission to thoroughly inves- 
tigate all claims and disputes and effect, if 
possible, a settlement of the same. 

Mr. Allen addressed the house in behalf 
of the resolution, and explained what it was. 
He laid particular stress upon the tact that 
the settlements authorized were only pro- 
visional and would be ratified by the next 
general assembly. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, spoke in fa- 
vor of the measure, as did Mr. Veach, of 
Bartow, and:.on a vote it was passed. 

; tniform Schoolbooks. 

The first special order of the session Was 
the bill of Mr: West, fof Lowndes, to estab- 
lish a uniform course of textbooks for the 
common schools, and to organize a book 
comission. The bill provides for the crea- 
tion of a book commission consisting of the 
state board of education, the chanceéllor of 
the State university, one superintendent of a 
local school system and three 
practical educators. This commis- 
sion. it specifies, shall advertise 
for bids from pubiishing houses for furnish- 
ing any given textbooks for the period of 
live vears. ‘Two prices shall be named—the 
selling and the mailing price—and both shall 
be printed on the cover of the books. The 
books of the publishing house whose bid is 
accepted shali be solely used in the schools 
of the state. The balance of the bill partic- 
ilarizes the details of bond, etc., and pay of 
the commission. 

Mr. West spoke in behalf of the measure, 
Which had been reported back to the house 
with a recommendation that it do not pass. 
lie sa:td that the passage of the bill would 
result in saving the state from $125,000 to 
$300,000 a year and read statistics from oiher 

ites that had adopted similar systems. 

the conclusion of Alr, West's address an 

ndment was offiered by Mr. Arnold that 

any teacher may at the expense of the pupil 
nploy any special textbooks. 

(‘olonel Ham, as chairman of the commit- 
tee on education, had twenty minutes in 
which to close the debate. He yielded, 
however, to Mr. McDonald, of Gwinnett, 
who made a strong speech in favor of the 
bill Mr. Sears, of Webster, followed in an 
able argument on similar lines. Colonel] 
fiam then took the floor. He denied em- 
phaticaily that the bill was in the interest 
oft the poor and pronounced it the most 
iniquitous measure introduced at the present 
session. The bill, he said, emanated directly 
from the state school commissioner. and 
this was the fourth time it had been urged 
before a general assembly. The system pro- 
posed in the bill had been a failure wherev- 
er fried; 9% per cent of the teachers’ insti- 
tutes of the state had condemned the meas- 
ure. Colonel Ham denied that uniformity 
of textbooks under the bill would reduce 
their price. He claimed that the effect of 

he bili would be to abrogate existing con- 
tracts and that it was, therefore, unconsti- 
tutional. At the conclusion of Colonel Ham’s 
remagks the measure was put to a vote and 
lost by a vote of 59 to 92. 

The Constitutional Convention. 

The Reagan bill providing for a constitu- 
tional convention was the next business be- 
fore the house. The bill, which has been 
heretofore fully explained, provides that 
the question of holding the convention be 
submitted to the people at the next genera! 
election. At the sume time delegates to the 
convention are to be voted on ata ratio of 
one to each 9,000 of population. If the meas- 
ure is defeated the delegates will 
be notified that no convention will 
be held, but if it receives a 
inajority the delegates are to assemble in 
convention on the first -Wednesday in June, 
next. 

The hill further provides that, in the 
event of the convention being held, the con- 
stitution which it prepares be submitted to 
the pepple for ratification at the next gen- 
eral election thereafter. It also authorizes 
an appropriation of $25,000 to cover the ex- 
perses of the convention. These are the 
salient features of the bill. 

On motion debate was limited to ten-min- 
uie speeches, and the house went into ses- 
sion as a committee of the whole to consid- 
er the bill, Mr. Battle taking the chair. 

Mr. Reagan, of Henry, was the first 
speaker. As the author of the bill he briefly 
explained its provisions and urged the ne- 
cessity of its adoption. He pointed out the 
defects of the old constitution and laid spe- 
cial stress upon the lack of provision to 
levy tax for special Sanitary purposes, the 
present methods of selecting grand and 
traverse jurors, and the inequality of the 
present system of representation. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, said that he 
had three objections to the convention; It 
was -needless, expensive and intrinsically 
obiectionable. The basis of ane delegate 
to each 9,000 would bar out half the coun- 
ties of the state. 

‘tv. Guarard, of Chatham, opposed the 
bill. Jt was a scheme to throw open the 
treasury doors. Where was the money to

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, also opposed 
the measure, chiefly upon the scheme of 


been taken on the committee report on the mie 


constitutional convention bill had not been 
announced. This was naturally the first 
business before the house when it recon- 
vened and was a mere formality, as it was 
known to everybody that the report, which 
Was adverse, had been approved. This re- 


sult was announced without further debate ‘4 


and in effect definitely defeated the biil. 
The Graham Game Law. 

The game bill of Mr. Graham, of Appling, 
came-up for final action. This bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Graham early in the ses- 
sion and had been modified somewhat by 
amendments. In the form that it ultimate- 
ly reached the house it prohibited the hunt- 
ing of game birds, except between Novem- 
ber Ist and April Ist. The time for hunting 
doves is fixed between July 15th and April 
Ist, and during season all trapping, netting 
and selling is probibited under penalty as a 
misdemeanor, one-half of the fine going to 
the informer. The bill also makes the deer 
season extend from November Ist to Janu- 
ary Ist. 

The bill was advocated on the floor by 
Mr. Graham and Mr. Battle, ofMuscogee. 
Mr. West, of Lowndes, addressed the house 
in opposition, but upon a final vote the 
measure Was passed—ayes, 89; nays, 27. 

The bill of Mr. Lewis, of Milton, changing 
the salary of- the sheriff of the supreme 
court from $1,000 to $1,200 per annum was 
read for the third time and put to the house 
tor final action. After some debate Mr. 
O'Neill, of Fulton, called for the previous 
question and a vote was taken, resulting 
in aves, 42; nays, 61. The bill was-thus lost. 

Mr. Camp, of Dougias, here introduced a 
local bill to establish a system of public 
schools in the town of Dallas. It was intro- 
duced by special permission and referred as 
usual. 

The Reformatory Law. 

The bill of Mr. Martin, of Fulton, for the 
establishment of a reformatory for juvenile 
convicts came up for final action. This was 
one of two bills of a similar nature and pro- 
vided for county and municipal reformato- 
ries. The other measure is for reformato- 
ries for state convicts. 

Mr. Martin took the floor in the interest of 
his bill and made a powerful and eloquent 
argument ‘Yor its passage. AS matters now 
stood, he said, the prisons and convict 
camps of the state were nothing but acade- 
mies of crime for their youthful inmates. 

His bill left the matter entirely in the 
hands of the people of the several counties 
and municipalities. Under its provisions. it 
was left to a vote of the people whether or 
not such a reformatory should be establish- 
ed. The bill was merely to give the privi- 
lege of erecting such institutions to those 
counties that so desired. 

Mr. Martin drew a strong and pitiful pic- 
ture of the condition of children now con- 
fined with older malefactors in the chain- 
gangs throughout the state, and urged the 
house to take this step toward their re- 
formation instead of their contirmation iif 
crime. <, 

Upon final vote the measure was passed. 
Ayes 91, nays 0. 

To Pay the Printer. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, obtained per- 
mission of the house to. introduce a new 
bill. It was for the purpose of appropriat- 
ing the sum of $300 to cover the expense of 
printing and binding the acts of the present 
assembly. The bill was read and referred, 
ana the afternoon session then adjourned. 


Evening Session. 

The first bill which came under considera- 
ation at the evening session was that of 
Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln,to abolish the montn- 
ly teachers’ institute. Mr..Roddenberry, of 
Thomas, offered a substitute to the effect 
that teachers attending the annual in- 
stitutes receive no pay while in attendance 
upon the same. Otherwise it did not change 
the bill. 

Mr. Roddenberry took the floor in behalf 
of his substitute and made a brief speech 
urging its passage. 

Mr. Wiicox, of Coffee, offered an amend- 
ment to abolish the pay of an expert to at- 
tend the institutes. Mr. Roddenberry clos- 
ed the debate in an ingenious speech against 
the amendment. The amendment was put 
to vote and lost. The substitute was then 
put before the house and passed on a Voie 
of 92 to 7. 

The State Reformatory Bill. 

The house then entered upon the consider- 
ation of Air. Martin’s state reformatory 
bill, and as it involved an approvnriation it 
went into session aS a committee of the 
whole with Mr. Vcach in the chair. The 
provisions of the bill which have been Very 
generally discussed, are for the appvint- 
ment of a committee of three, who, in con- 
junction with the governor and comptroller 
general! will act in the selection of a Site 
for a reformatory. This sha!! be suitable 
for farm purposes and the cost not to ex- 
ceed $10,000. Stock and implements are to 
be purchased and suitable buildings erected. 
The whole is not to cost over $10,000, A 
further sum of $15,000 is then to be devoted 
to the maintenance of the institution until 
it becomes self-supporting. 

The bill specifies the duties of the eom- 
missioners in visiting the reformatory and 
seeing to the maintenance of discipline. It 
provides that the inmates shall be humanely 
treated and that any officer guilty of unlaw- 
ful violence upon any of them may be pros- 
ecuted for assault. The salary of the su-

Macon, Ga., December 6.—(Special.)—There 
is no institution in Macon in which the peo- 
ple feel more pride than the public library.

sufficient to cancel the $350 due on the old 
debt, so that the association will enter the 
new year free from all encumbrance.

those upon whom is laid the responsibility 
of its decision, the speedy determination of 
the future coinege of both gold and silver 
and the future equality of both gold and sil- 
ver coin as the money of final payment, 
to the end that future prosperity and devel- 
opment of the country may be assured. 

5. That we hold it to be the constitutional 
right of the several states to* enact their 
own banking laws, by which banking cor- 
porations within their borders shall be em- 
powered to issue bank bills for circulation 
among their people for the necessary trans- 
action of their business, and that there 
is no constitutional right in the general 
goavernment to. lay upon the states a pro- 
hibition against the exercise of ‘uch right, 
or to restrict, rezunlate or control the ex- 
ercises of such right. 

6. That we hold that the national bank 
law which gives exclusively the right to 
issue bank bills, and prohibits loans to be 
made by them upon real estate as a secur- 
ity and practically denies to the state the 
richt to charter banks of issue by which 
loans could be made upon real estate as a 
security, is a great injustice to the large
